or tested only by thu sign manna) of tbo justice 
granting or allowing if, without the signature of 
lltti clork, or thu senl of a court, it such a writ as 
is contemplated by the statute, (chap. 124, sees, 
ti, 7, 41 and 42,) is not mado a question in ihe 
present catiu, and nuiy bu of no importance 
here. 


I agree with my brethren that tho proceeding 


upon the return of the writ, and Iho decision ar- 
rived st by the justice before whom the bearing 
has taken place nt chambers, may be reviewed in 
this court by means of n writ of cettiorari. 


I nhu concur in thu opinion, that when a writ 


of habeas corjms cum tama, baa been granted or 
allowed, and isitiied, directed to nny person with- 
in thu territorial limit* of tliis stalu, eiijoying tbe 
protection of onr constitution and laws, and

How otherwise than t>y Inok- 
ingi ito th5*J!rocus8, nnd examining ita nnture, 
could itlM» ascertained and determined whether 
it wure, in fart, process issued by a fuderal au- 
thority, or whether lliu case or matter in which 
it issued were exclusively within the jurisdiction 
of the federal court, or* Judge? But when tbe 
inquiry into Ihe process is carried thus fir, and it 
ia discovered th"t it is a valid process, of tho is- 
Ruiogof which the f deral court, or officer, had 
jurisdiction—nntl that the subjict matter, or of- 
fencu named theruiti, is witltici tho control or ju 
risxliction of thu court, or officer issuing it, then, 
I believe, a just and proper regard lor the laws of 
tbe gonoral government, and for the due admin- 
istration of them in their own courts, demand!) 
that tho State court, or officer, should decline to 
proceed any furlhor.and refer ihe applicant to the 
federal court for tho relief which bu seek*. 


In pursuing this course, I do not percuive that 


the Sidle tribunals yield anything which may be 
properly included in their rights or independence ; 
but, on the contrary, they thereby evince a deairu 
to preserve a clear distinction between subjects 
over which the Federal Courts have jurisdiction, 
Of id are inf/te esttreite thereof, and subjects beyond 
the jurisdiction of tbe Federal Courts and over 
which the state tribunals bava tbe exclusive con- 
trol. Nor can I see bow tbe person whose liber- 
ty is invaded liy color nf process, is deprived of 
tbe writ of ffabetu Corpat, if, indeed, his case be 
one in which ibnt writ ought tn bo allowed; be- 
cause the courts and judges of ttio United States 
arises fully eioj»worod to nllow such writ,whore 
tbe dflenlion or imprisonment is found in n case 
within ibeir jurisdiction, ax nre the. (Mints of the 
state. ( Vide Sery. Oonit. Law, chap 28,and cases 
there cited.) 


But Iho nn»slion of greatest moment, and a de- 


cision ur opinion upon which is most desired in 
this case, relates to tho ronatitutiotml power of 
Congres* to enact the law of 1850, Chapter CO, 
ci mroonly known «»the Fugitive Slave Law. 


It has huoii zealously Mnd ably urged at thu 


bur, t>y the counsel for the petitioner, that the 
Constitution of the United States vents no pnwer. 
either expressly, or by implication, in Congress, 
to legislate upon the subject of the reclamation of 
fugitives from lalmr or service, but that the pow 
er of legislation upon this subject belongs exclu- 
sively lo the Slates, and that the clautMi in thu 
consul otiou of tbe United States concerning fugi- 
tives from labor, amounts only to n compact ob- 
ligatory nptm the several .States, but grunts no 
power to Congress. This is the view of tho sub- 
feet taken by roy brother Smith, before whom the 
rase was beard at Chambers, who held Ihe law in 
question to be unconstitutional and void, for sev- 
eral reasons. 


Thu counsel (or the respondenthsswith marked 


ability, met aud contended against the objections 
lo thn validity of this law ; and from all the in- 
formation which I have derived from the lengthy 
arguments in the present cape, fiora the nature 
and history of the clauwe in tho Constitution of 
tbe United Slates, in pursuance whereof thu taw 
WHS enacted by Congress, a* well aa from an ex 
aroinatiou into the several cosra reported in the 
federal and state courts in which ibis precis* 
question lias beijn adjudicated, I am satisfied that 
Congress hsa iM constitutional power to legislate 
upon the suhjoct of fugitives from service or labor, 
in order lo give effect to the third clauM of sec- 
tion 2, ol article 4, of tbe Constitution of the 
UuitWl Status. If this wore a new question, and 
I did not fuel ihe control of former sxtjodieaiion* 
by tribunals composed of men of the most em- 
inent endowments, 1 would incline-to the belief 
that the power to legislate upon this subject, 
while it belonged to Congress in virtue of the 
Cofislitutioa, mia;ht be properly exercised by the 
aereral states. In other wont*. tSa't the power is 
concurrent, and ao hmg as,the state legislation 
i* not repugnant to, or inconsistent with.'the pro- 
viaiona made by Congress, it ia |niiiiiimsliln 
This is, I think, a necessary conclusion from tbe 
language of tbe Constitution itself, when it -do- 
clam that the fugitive " shall be deliverot up oo 
tha claim of the party to wh'>m such aervice or 
labor may be'due." The ii>jnn«tion thua impea- 
*d npnn ibe atate* i* DO ka* obligalory upon them, 
than ia any other protiaian eontaiMaio thjairna- 
p*etiT« Conatitutioaa. beeanae the O«m*ti»Dtkni of 
the United Stataa, in all ita provision*, it w*osi]y 
a eemponent part of tbejaw of each ef ihaitatea, 
bat w raajlv the aniweaaa law. I aiitaayleitiji 
that when Coegraa* haa actad oaen the '^^ 


Congress or tbe exercise of alike power is prohib- 
ited to the States." 
He then _ proceeds to eou- 


mcrate three classes o( cases or instances in which 
the power of Congress is exclusive, and proceeds 
thus—"In all other cases, not falling within tbe 
clrsees already mentioned, it seems unquestiona- 
ble th*t the States retain concurrent authority 
with Congress, not only under tho eleventh 
amendment of the Constitution, but upon tbe 
soundest principles of general reasoning. 
There 


is this rosftrvc, however, thst in eases nf concur 
rent nutWity, vAert the lavs* of tit* Statt* and of 
tlie Union arc ia direct ant m*wfett collision on 
t?it nant mtyect, lAott of thi Union being tiie nt- 
prem* lav of the land, arv o/paramount authority 
andtheKtaU lam, *n far, anil to fur only, »t 
nickineompntaoiiUy rxwi*,mti*f ntoetmrily ytrltl." 


But upon this subject I da Dot feel at liberty 


to advance reasoning or authority because it has 
received the critical examination of many of the 
greatest and mom profound Judges who have 
adorned the courts of this Union ; whose opinions 
and decisions are usually received by us upon all 
legal questions as satisfactory if nut conclusive 
authority, and especially so because the question 
bus been authoritatively decidud by the Supreme 
Court of the United Status—the last and final 
Constitutional exponent. Upon this as upon all 
other questions arising out of thu Coostilnlion of 
the United States,or the laws of Congress, I am 
bound to yield obedience to tho decisions of that 
tribunal, for upon such questions wu are nibordi- 
Half. 


Wu aro'accustomed on most of tbe subjects 


mooted and discussed in thin ns in other courts of 
law to consult the decisions of other co-ordinate 
com In upon the same or kindred subjects, and in 
relation to the coiiHtitulionality of congressional 
action upon tho cluune concerning fugitives from 
service or labor, I deem it not iuappropiato to 
refer to several cases in which the power of Con- 
gress to legislate on tho subject has either been 
iicitly or expressly recognized or avowed and 
Maintained. It m.iy bu remarked hero that for 
the ptirpottu of thu pruiwnt cine it is not important 
whether the power under thu Constitution vests 
u Congress alone, or iu thu several States con- 
currently with UongruMS, inaMnsicli aa the Li'gis- 
uture of this IStato has never acted on the matter.

before the Supreme Court ofNuw fork in 1812.

Vermont, wheie ho had b«jn secured as ntugitivo 
from service. The validity of tho «ct of cangreoa 
of Feb. 12, 1793 was not questioned, and thu 
court iu their opinion refer to the act without 


ggestiTig a Joubt of its constitutionality. 
In ISTfi in the case of Tht GvmmvtimaM v*. 


Hollomay (9 Serg. <t A. 305) wich was a habe<u 
corput, returnable in thti Supreme Court of 1'enn- 
xylvania, sued out to procure the liberation of n 
emale negro child bnrn in Pennsylvania, but thu 
issue of a fugitive slave, the court contemplate 
hu net of 1793 as a va'id law. So m afterwards, 
ti 1919, the same court, in Wtiyhl alint /fait 9» 
Deacon (5 Serg <t U. G2) recognized the act of

Pick U) aud the just ice* ul thu Supreme Court 


of tlmt Slatu were iiiiiiniinously of upiinuii that 
thu law was conmilntionnl nliiioiixh Air. Justice 
Thacher insisted lhat thu fugitive should bu Sti- 
zoil by the pruccsa of law of the Stale whure he 
is found. So tlso in 1834! in th« casu uf The 
Cvmmaiafeaeth vi. Aw* (18 Pick 139) tlie same 
court treat thu act uf 17113 us enacted in pursu- 
ance of the constitution, and as late as 1831, in 
tho celubrated Thomas Sims' case (7 Gush. i.'85), 
the constitutionality of the fugitivu law of 185U, 
thu law to which objections ur« made in tho case 
now be for o us, tbo Supremo Court of Massachu- 
setts after a very elaborate argument and examin- 
ation of the question, agrm affirmed Ihe ixiwer 
of Congress to legislate upon Ihe subji-ct of fugi- 
tives from labor or service, and wilhuut n won) 
uf dissent from any member of that luarned Bench, 
declared the uct of 1850 to be a consviuitioual 
enactment. 


Another case in which the power of Congress 


to legula'u uprm this subject and the validity of 
the act of 179.1 weru deified in argument is the 
cose of Jack, a negro man, M. Martin, (12 Wend. 
311) wheru in a very lengthy opinion of tha Su- 
gretne Court of New Yoik, aa given by Mr. Jus- 
tice Nelson, the act is liukl to be cou.-tiiutioual 
and valid. 


I have thus adverted to several cases in tbe 


Courts of other states in which tbe constitutional 
power of Congress to act upon the subject em- 
braced within the luird ctauiw of suction 2 of arti- 
cle 4, of the Constitution of the United States in 
recognised, and I have doiiu so because tha prover- 
bial wisdom and purity of Ihe men who compos- 
ed those courW have taught us nil to look to their 
opinions for instruction upon every subject con- 
nected with tho science of the law. But I freely 
admit that wu aro not botuid to pursue Ihe samn 
modi) of argument, nor to arrive at thu same con- 
clusions that these courts bavo pursueifcr arrived 
at, except so far as wedeemthem consistent with 
sound reason; yet I can hardly conceive it possi- 
ble that a question of so deltculo and important 
a nalnru as tho one now before us, could have, oc- 
cupied tb« attention of those tribunals without 
eliciting a thorough examination, and precluding 
mistake. It is not important, however, to enquire 
bow for tbo adjudications of tho courts of ournister 
stiles ought to influence or control our decision 
on this poiiit, iucsmuch as I hnvo nlroady said 
the decisions of tlie Supreme Court of the United 
Slates, havo settled tho question; and until that 
court ahall find occasion to review nnd change ita 
own view of tbe subject, it ia neither becoming or 
proper on my part, to disobey the official require- 
ments involved in ttio decisions of thnt court, or 
tottst their correctness by a recurrence tn the his- 
tory of the times or events which produced the 
couDtitutiona] provision, or the inH-ntiou of the 
fram<ira of tha Constitution and the rules of inter* 
pretation by which it should be construed. 


In Priggvt. Tke Oommonnnalifi rtf Pmn^ (16 


Pot em. 539,) tho constitutionality of tin act of 
1793, concerning fugitives, ao far as it related to 
fugitives from survicu or labor was preaonlnd for 
decision to the supreme court of the United 
States; and if there ever was a cauie thnmughty 
and ably discussed by counsel o» both nidus, and 
calmly and elaboratly examiied by Ibe court, 
lhat is the cause.—The beat pmfeftMional tatvat 
which cuuld be furnished by the states of Penn- 
sylvania and Maryland wan enlisted in the argu- 
ment, and tbe opinion of the court sustaining the 
constitutionality of the act of Congress was given 
by the very man who has furnished to the psw- 
ItiHsion ou- moat valued work on the constitution 
of thu United Stales. This decision su far a* it 
aawerted Ibe power of Congress orur tbe subject 
was concurred iu by every member of thn court, 
although in relation lo oilier points, ami in regard 
to the BMNJeof reasoning adopted by Judge Story, 
several of tha Judges dissented. 


Five yearn afterwards, in the case of Wkartott 


Jonn M. Join Van Ztuuit, (5 Howard, 315) the 
question was again urged in the same court, and 
Mr. Justice Woodbnry, in delivering tha opinion 
of the court, dispose* of the point whether tbe 
act of '93, waa repugnant to the Constitution, by 
aayiag, after a lew remark* upoo tbe aebjeel: 
" Tbattliisactof Congraea, tben,i» not repugnant 
to tbe Constitution uuat be cumudered aa among 
the MUled adjudications of tbia eomt." Ami 
again, in JkWvn.7%* Pteft* of I** Statt ef Jl- 
&eu. (14 Howard, 13) the doctrine «f tbatnaof 
tifa »*. The Commoowealth of IWeylvmoia, i* 
aritantea. and declared to be "that t&acmax

Jnited States, he is at liberty to- inquire upon 
heae poiula, whether the act of 18aOia obnoxious 
to the Constitution. 


The force of argument which has been brought 


to bear, as well 'against as in fnvor of the consti- 
tutionality of tbe act of 1850 in respect to these 
question*, has, I coufeM, raised doubts in my 
mind,but it has failed to produce that conviction 
which should justify a court, or Judge, to pro- 
nonncea legisliitivu'enactroent void, because un- 
constitutional, and I am therefore unable to con- 
cur in be opinion that this law is unconstitu- 
tional. 


I shall briefly state my views upon these ques- 


;jon*. The 4th section of the act of Congress of 
September 18, 1340, provides that certain Com- 
missioners appointed by the fwleral and territo- 
rial courts, "shall have concurrent jurisdiction 
with the judges of tho circuit and district court* 
of ihe Unite*! States in their respective circuits 
nnd districts within the several States, and the 
judges of tbe superior courts of the territories, se- 
verally and collectively, in term timo and vaca- 
tion, and shall grant certificate* to such claimant* 
upon satisfactory proof being made, with author- 
ity to lake and remove such fugitives from service 
or labor under tho restrictions herein contained, 
to the state or territory from which such persons 
may have escaped or fled." To my mind, the 
granting of these certificates, "upon satisfactory 
proof being made," looks very like the exercise 
jf judicial functions, because although the grant- 
ing of the certificate is merely a ministerial act, 
yet the determination upon the sufficiency of the 
proof would seem lo involve judicial power.— 
And in this connection it is urged, that Congress 
cannot confur judicial power otherwise than in 
accordance with section 1. of article 3 of the 
Constitution of the United States, which contpm- 
plalcs cou'ts only, tbe judges which shall lioltl 
ibeir offices during good beVinvioiir, and shall from 
time to time receive a compensation or sal >ry for 
Utelr services. 
Nf w it is evident, ibat these 


Commissioners are not Judges, nor can they hold 
or compose court* within the meaning of lliw sec- 
tion of the Constitution, for they hold their ap- 
pointment at the will of tho court appointing 
them, and are not liable to impeachment. But 
tbe judges of several of the territories of the Uni 
[ed ,~t.ites, who hold their appointment from the 
President, art! not appointed to hold during good 
bohimourrand, if I atn not mirtnkun, there is no 
instance of their having been held liable tn im- 
peachment—at least that they are not so liable, 
lias been advanced by an Attorney General of 
the United States. 


It is said, territorial judge!) are appointed un- 


der the power given to Congress by lh« second 
clause nf section 3. of article 4 of the Constitu- 
tion, on tha grntpul that the establishment nf a 
judiciary for the territories, is a necessary inci- 
fent lo tlio iicqimitiim of territory, and Ihe pow- 
»r tn make nil useful rules and regulations for 
those territories; hat if the power to legislate 
upon the subj(>ct of fugitive* from labor be ves- 
tc-d in Congress, it wouM seem that Ibe perform- 
n*ce of judicial acts might be vested in other 
than jntigefl or courts, under the constitutional 
nrovi'iion (article 3. section 1,) in such a case, as 
n the caw of newly organized territories. 


But it has been repeatedly held, that where, 


>y an ai» of Congress, state court*, or magis- 
trates are authoriz"d to perform acts nf a judicial 
character arising out of the scti of Conirruss, they 
may lawfully do so, if not prohibited by the 
State law. 


Now if judicial power can bo conferred by 


congress upon others than courts or judicial 
leers known to the constitution, it seems to 
that it cnn make little difference whether 
wwer b • vested in a State court or officer, or in a 
;omniis*ioner or officer of the United Suites who 


not n judicial officer. 
In either case the pow- 


er is vested in a tribunal or officer, nut a court or 
udgu contemplated by the clause of the consti- 
tution referred to. 


But there certainly is a degree of force in the 


objection that the power to hear and determine 
complaints nnd summary applications,which may 
utd often do involve important, rights of personal 
ibertr and require tho exercise of much profes- 
sional experience and wisdom, <>ught not to be 
vested in the class nf officers who are known ag 
commissioners of th» fuderal courts, who hold 
their office at the pleasure of the court*, and »]• 
bough in many instance* gentlemen of acknow- 
edged ability III these offices yet this of ilsulfaf. 
lords no complete answer to ibe objection. 


Without further remark nu this point I pro- 


ceed to the question of the right of tbe alledged 
'ugltive to have the fact of owing service or iauor 
ascertained by the verdict of a jury. 


The right of trial by Jury is highly and justly 


esteemed,and ia expressly protecicdiiml preserved 
sy our State Constitution, and it cannot b« de- 
ned that this right extends to all persons within 
ihe State regardless of color, and to the fugitive 
TO no labor or shivery as to the freeman, in all 
that relates, to or affects his lifr, liberty, or prop- 
erty, subject tu thu several provisions of the con- 
stitution of the U. S. But suppose that a demand 
>y_ the Executive of any oilier nf the States uf 
his Union upon the Governor of this State has 
icvn made, lo surrender any citizen, whether he 
te white or black, upon a churgu of felony com- 
mitted i» tbe StiUo from which the requisition 
comes. It may be that, ns in tho case, ot nn un- 
'DU n Jed claim upon the labor and nor vice of tlio 
alledged fugitive slave, the person demanded ns a 
'ugitive Irom justice ought not to bu delivered ov- 
er, and yet if th>> requisition be in due form of 
"aw and accompanied by the proper etidonce, that 
:he person ts charged wilh the offence, thu right 
of trial of the fact is not afforded to him hero, but 
it) ia apprehended, deprived of his liberty, aiid 
:ransported to anoth rand perhaps a distant State 
i>r trial. Could this be done except by R virtue 
of a provision of the constitution ora treaty?— 
There would seem to be no real difference be- 
tween tho demand of a fuiptive from justice and 
tbe claim of a patty to whom iti* alletlgotl labor 
or service ia due, 


In either eaau, there ia a deprivation of peraoa- 


al liberty without tbe intervention of a jury, but 
it is considered etwenttal to tbe complete enforce* 
ment and fulfilment of tho constitutional compact 
ibat a temporary deprivation should be permitted 
in the individual case in order that the constitu- 
tional right may be secured. It is true, that in 
the case of a fugitive from jiMticu, he is given into 
the custody of tbe officer* of justice, with the be- 
nefice ot presumption af the law in favor ol hi* 
innocence until he sball h*ve been duly convict- 
ed, while in the case of the fugitive fiom. labor, 
lie is placed under the control of bia claimant, to 
be carried back to the State from which he U 
charged to have fled, with no presumption in fa- 
vor of hi* fioedom; but thi* b, I think, more an 
argtinsent against tbe policy and jaatiea and hu- 
manity of we law than against ita cnaatltotien- 
ality. A case might »ri*e where, by fahw swtar- 
ina; am) con»p<r»cy, a freeman, by the maehiMrjr 
of Atis law, taight be snatched from hi*) liberty 
aad reduced to the co jdition of slavery, an til, by 
a suitable proceeding, he asserted and obtained 
hi* freedom; but so, aim, by similar meaaa, an 
innocent man may be caitieu away charged with 
crime, and placed under the necessity of vindica- 
ting hia innocence [o a distant State.
